Population of New South Wales—The population of the State of Nev 
South Wales on 30th ae 1928, was:—Males, 1,236,696; pe 
1,187,958; total, 2,494.65 The increase since 80th June, 1927, was 

52,431, and since the census in April, 1921, 322,686. 


Vital Statistics—June Quarter, 1928—New South Wales.—The births 
registered in June quarter, 1928, numbered, 13,681, equivalent to am 
annual rate of 22.66 per 1,000 of population; and the deaths, 5,284, 
which is equivalent to 8.75 per 1,000 of population. The annual rate 
per 1,000 population of the 5,303 marriages registered was 8.75. 
Compared with the average of the June quarter of the preceding five 
years the death-rate was 7 per cent. lower. 


Sydney and Suburbs—The births registered and allocated to the 
Metropolis in June aise 1928, numbered 5,186, equivalent to a 
rate of 18.84 per 1,000 of population per annum; of the total, 2,627 
were males and 2,559 ae 


The deaths in June quarter, 1928, numbered 2,394, namely, 1,303 
males and 1,086 females. The mortality rate was 8.70 per 1,000 of 
population per annum. 


The infantile mortality (deaths under one year) was 44.4 per 1,000 
births. 


Trade of New South Wales maports ile Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales durine the September quarter, 1928, were valued 
£15,093,959, and showed a decrease in value of £83,247,169 in comparisi7 
with the corresponding quarter of the Sara year. Separating 
merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the es of merchandise 
decreased by £3,222,782, and gold Hpeanien by £24,387. The total of 
all oversea imports for the year ended 30th June, 1928, was £65,072,266 ; 
a decrease of £3,867,815, in comparison with the previous financial year. 


Exports—TVhe Oversea Exports from New South Wales during ths 
September quarter, 1928, amounted to £7,924,364, being a decrease in 
value of £5,330,194 as compared with the (Sonbtjaen chev quarter of the 
previous year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), 
the export of merchandise decreased by £3,347,987 and gold decreased! 
ry £1,982,207. For the year ended 50ta e, 5, otal of alf 
by £1,982,207.

oversea exports was £51,882,929, being a decrease of £10,932,148 com- 
pared with the figures of the previous financial year.

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Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Accounts.—Tne preliminary state- 
ments of the Public Accounts show that the State revenue for the 
September quarter, 1928, was £9,077,046, being a decrease of £216,335 
as compared with September quarter, 1927. 

Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 30th 
September, 1928, over the previous September quarter were:—Stamp 
Duties, £227,323; Income Tax, £95,175; Interest on transferred pro- 
perties, £7 1,820; Tramways, £39,848. The chief decreases were in 
Railways, £343,038; Forestry, Sales, Fees, Rents, &c., £38,805; Con- 
tribution by Commonwealth to the State, £76,164; Fermented and 
Spirituous Liquors—Licenses, £83,743; Wharfage and Tonnage Rates, 
&e., Sydney, £35,971. 

The State expenditure during’ ee ede quarter, 1925, was 
£12,173,676, an increase of £406,799 as compared with September 
quarter of previous year.

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for September quarter, 1928, in 
comparison with the June quarter, 1928, show a decrease in deposits, 
excluding Commonwealth Savings Bank deposits, of £296,837, and the 
deposits were £5,146,417 more than in September ate 1927. 

Advances in September quarter, 1928, were £5,077,415 less than in 
June quarter, 1928, and £3,151,345 less than in ee quarter, 1927.

Gold Production —The gold yield for the State of New South Wales for 
the nine months ended 30th September, 1928, amounted to 11,787 oz. 
fine, valued at £50,067, as compared with 16,126 oz. fine, valued at 
£68,499, for the commeumomnlune: period of 1927. 
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Land Selections.—In the quarter ended 30th September, 1928, there wera 

149 applicants for 155,209 acres for original holdings under the Crown 

~ Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned Soldiers Settlement 

Act, ahd 47,548 acres, representing 84 blocks, were set apart for 

original holdings, which include areas for returned soldiers. During 

the year ended 30th June, 1928, the number of applicants for original 

holdings was 645, and the area applied for 539,088 acres. ‘The lands 

set apart for original holdings being 501,956 acres, representing 716 
blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney —F rom the information collected as to average retail 
prices of food and groceries in Sydney it appears that during Septem- 
ber, 1928, the prices of meat were 50 per cent. higher than in July, 
1914, other food and groceries were 58-9 per cent. higher, and the prices 
for the two combined were 56-3 per cent. higher. 


The general level of prices showed a decrease of approximately 4 
per cent. compared with the previous month (August). Prices of meat 
were nearly 24 per cent. lower than in August, and other food and 
groceries were about § per cent. higher. Eggs, bacon, and ham were 
dearer. 

Compared with the corresponding month (September) of 1927 meat 
was 4{ per cent. dearer, other food and groceries about 5} per cent. 
cheaper, and the two combined were about 2? per cent. cheaper. 

The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices—During the September quarter, 1928, the general level 
of wholesale prices, which was 14 per cent. lower than in the previous 
quarter, 1s 34 per cent. lower than tne highest point reached in July, 
1920. 

Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 65 
commodities remained unchanged during the September quarter, 13 
increased, and 22 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.—J/ etropolis——According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks the number of permits granted for new buildings in the 
Suburbs of Sydney during the nine months ended 30th September, 
1928, was 6,750, as compared with 7,011 during the nine months ended 
30th September, 1927. The Suburbs in which the greatest activity was 
evident were Canterbury (with 1,159 new buildings), Randwick (with 
534), Rockdale (with 456), Kogarah (with 381), Ku-ring-gai Shire 
(with 3820), and Waverley (with 313). 

Country Municipalities—-During the nine months ended 30th Sep- 
tember, 1928, permission was granted in country Municipalities to erect 
4,410 new buildings, of the value of £3,326,657, as compared with 5,085, 
of a value of £3,566,895, during the nine months ended 380th September, 
1927. 

Labour Conditions in September Quarter, 1928.—The following particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocation have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges reports 
that at the end of September there were about 9,000 persons out of worlx 
in the Metropolitan district and about 4,000 in the country districts. 
Many industries were affected by unemployment, including the 
engineering and printing trades, rubber workers, and the waterside 
workers. In the coal-mining districts a large number of persons were 
unemployed owing to slackness in the coal trade. Employment was 
good for plumbers and plasterers. There was a scarcity of women for 


domestic work. 

During the September quarter, 18,981 men and 1,262 women applied 
at the State Labour Exchanges for employment; 8,584 men and 1,934 
women were sought by employers through the agency of the Exchanges ; 
and 7,839 men and 1,386 women were placed in positions. In the 
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previous quarter 22,950 persons applied for employment, 10,022 persons 
were sought by employers, and 9,793 were placed in positions. 

Dislocations —During the September quarter 54,129 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total 
loss amounted to 110,839 working days. Im the previous quarter 
12,865 employees were involved, with the loss of 123,356 days. 


Moteorology.— July —Except for some heavy showers over the extreme 
North Coast no rain of consequence fell until the 4th July, when light 
to moderate showers oceurred over all imland areas, except the far 
north and north-west. The rain was accompanied by thunderstorms 
and hail. General rail fell between the 14th and 16th July. Heavy 
rains caused the Hawkesbury River to rise, and some farms were 
inundated. There was snow over all the central highlands west of 
Orange and on the Southern Vablelands. At Sydney the rain totalled 
660 points; the highest shade temperature was 73.4 degrees and lowest 
41.0 degrees. 

August.—The rainfall during this month was generally below average, 
and many stations received no rain. There were light falls over the 
southern districts, and light to moderate falls in central and southern 
coastal and highlands areas. Some heavy falls were reported on the 
North Coast and at Neweastle. At Sydney the highest shade tempera- 
ture was 79.8 degrees on the 29th, and the lowest 43.8 degrees on 
4th August. The mean maximum temperature (67.6 degrees) was the 
highest on record at Sydney. 

September.—The warm weather continued in September with drying 
north-west winds and was accentuated by shortage of rain. There 
were only two periods of extensive rain over the State, but only light 
to moderate rains were recorded, and the record for the month was far 
below the average. Snow fell on the far Southern Tablelands and at a 
few places on the Central Tablelands. At Sydney the highest shade 
temperature was 88.6 degrees, and the lowest 48.0 degrees. The mean 
maximum temperature (738.6 degrees) was the highest on record for 
the month of September.

The figures were compiled from returns which were made after the crops had been harvested, 
and depend upon statements furnished by each of 16,640 wheat-growers in the State. 

The area sown for grain was 3,006,770 acres, including 568,600 acres which failed entirely, 

The area sown for hay was 364,800 acres, including 35,800 acres which failed. The fed-off area 
was 627,190 acres, making a total of 3,998,760 acres sown with wheat. 

The grain harvested amounted to 8,975,700 bags, equivalent to 26,927,100 bushels, or an average 
of 9-0 bushels per acre. 


The production of hay was 


338,050 tons, or an average of 6-93 tons per acre. 


In January from an estimate based on returns supplied by growers it was anticipated that the 
yield of grain would be 27,111,000 bushels. 

Of the total area for grain, including the area which failed entirely, 115,971 acres were sown 
on new land, 1,771,208 ac on fallowed land, and the balance, 1,119,586 acres on stubble, the res- 
pective productions of grain per acre being 4-1 bushels, 11-2 bushels, and 5-9 bushels. The crop was 
27 per cent. below the average yield of the preceding ten years.
